Avalanche Danger 
The Bridger, Gallatin and Madison Ranges, and the Lionhead area near West Yellowstone: wind loaded 

slope has a CONSIDERABLE avalanche danger. Non wind loaded slopes have a MODERATE avalanche 

danger   The Mountains around Cooke City and the Washburn Range: wind-loaded slopes have a HIGH 

avalanche danger. Slopes without drifting will have a CONSIDERABLE danger if they are steeper than 35 

degrees and MODERATE if they are less steep
